Numbers posted on a structure should have a minimum height of 3 inches and contrast with the
background and be clearly visible from both directions of travel. The numbers should be posted within 3
feet of the front entrance and should be near eye level. Avoid placing numbers away from the front door
such as above garage doors.

Mailbox

Where the structure is over 50 feet from the edge of the street, the assigned number should be displayed
on a post 3 to 5 feet in height within 20 feet of the public roadway or on a mailbox. Numbers should be
of durable material, block lettering style, reflective and a minimum of 3 inches in height. Numbers on a
mailbox should be posted on both sides.
